Provisions of a Bill Introduced by 


Squire. 


riiuiire today introduced a bill for the 
free coinage of silver. It provide: that 
the owner of silver bullion may deposit 
it at the mints, receiving in payment 
standard silver dollars equal to the value 
ot the bullion on the day oE deposit, the 
difference to be retained by the govern- 
ment as eeignoriage and a reserve hum 
to be iiped by the secretary of the treas- 
ury in maintaining the parity of silver 
dollars. The coinage of silver dollar's 
shall not exceed $4,000,000 each month. 
When the aggregate amount of money 
in the country reaches HO per capita 
further silver coinage shall be discon- 
tinued and shall be resumed when it 
falls below that figure. Provision is 
made for coining silver half dollars of 
the present size aud maintaining their 
parity in the same manner as other sil- 
ver. "They also are made legal tender.

He admitted 
the purpose of the formation of the 
trust was to increase the cof-t to the 
American consumer. 


Senator Allen: And when you did 
irm the trust did you advance the 
rit-e of sugar to the American con- 
imerV 
Havemeyei: We did; it was an ad- 


vance of about a quarter of a cent net. 


Allen: And the American consumer 


today is paying three-eights of a cent 
per pound on refined sugars more than 
he would be compelled to pay under a 
system of separate refineries? 
" Yes, sir. 


If the trust were wiped out 
the 


American consumer would be bene- 
litted to the extent of three-eights of a 
cent per pound on his sugar? 
i will admit that; but anything that 


will wipe out the trust will wipe out the 
industry. 


John A. Searlce, secretary and treas- 


urer of the American Hugar Kenning 
Company, frankly admitted that he 
made it hia business to influence legisla- 
tion favorable to the sugar trust, and 
that for this purpose he had called upon 
and labored with many senators. The 
witness stood upon his rights, however, 
when asked about campaign contribu- 
tions and declined in several instances 
to answer questions on this subject. He

AUTHORITY. 


The German Government Has No! 


Threatened Reprisals Against 


American Pork. 


BERLIN, June 9.—IIerr Ludwig Bam- 


berger, an eminent authority upon the 
question of bimetallism and member ol 
the silver commission, declares thai 
after twenty-one days of earnest diecui 
eion that no tangible result had been 
arrived at, but the meetings of the com- 
mission have furnished overwhelming 
proof that in the future no conference, 
either national or international, will 
nrrive at a different result.

He had no 


monev to give up. The wounded man 
is now in a critical condition. The rob- 
ber then left, walking through the 
woods in the direction of Tahlequah 
He found a man and an Indian boj 
herding cattle and killed the boy. 
He 


then mounted the horse the boy was 
riding and again emerged into the road 
where be came upon two wagons con- 
taining some men and women.* He 
killed Mrs. Duncan, a lady connected 
with one of the best families in the 
Cherokee nation. Her eon, Levi Ban 
can, was with her. He began shooting 
at Sanders, as did a man in the other 
wagon, and the dennerado was literally 
shot to pieces.

THE OPPOSITION. 


Woremrnt Organized by Brooklyn Wm 


to Defeat Woman Suffrage. 


A movement has been organized 


among woiiifin of Brooklyn to protest 
against woman suffrage, for reasons ex- 
plained in an address to tho constitu- 
tional convention, for which signatures 
will be sought by widu circulation. 


These reasons are summed up in the 


statement that as tho suffrage IB a dnty 
rather than A privilege, aud as it in- 
volves logically tho holding of office, it 
would impose on women a burden which 
they onght not to be asked to bear, and 
which they cannot bear without neglect- 
ing other duties inoro important to so- 
ciety. 


This is unquestionably a reasonable 


object tun, ami wiinuut donbt it has 
been made and still is made by many of 
the women of the state. Until within 
very short time it has been tho prevail- 
ing feminine sentiment, tho women ei- 
pressing any tlesire for the suffrage hav- 
ing been only a small number whoso 
long agitation for political equality with 
men was regarded by the rest with aver- 
sion or total indifference. Only since 
the election of the constitutional con- 
vention has the subject received tho fa- 
vorable attention of any considerable 
body of women who can be said to rep- 
resent any general and conservative fem- 
inine sentiment Before there was no 
justification for thinking seriously of 
the innovation, but now the petitions 
for the suffrage which will come before 
the constitutional convention will ei- 
press the wishes of so great a nrnnrx"- or 
the intelligent women of the Etafe'that 
they will canso the question to be de- 
hated in that body with gravity and 
thoroughness. 


Such a protest as that made by those 


Brooklyn women will also curry great 
weight, for it is founded on tho reasons 
for which women are debarred from tho 
suffrage in the constitution as it is, and 
of course tho burden of proving that 
thoy are unsound and unnecessary rests 
on the other side. Oppositiontothepro- 
posed change, therefore, will in tho na- 
ture of tilings be more effective than its 
advocacy, if it comes from women suf- 
ficiently numerous to indicate that they 
express a wide feminine sentiment. 


It will bo much easier to defeat wom- 


an suffrage in the convention than to 
innncr. tun delegates to vote for an in- 
novation so radical that it amounts to a 
political revolution. 
Feminine- opposi- 


tion is accordingly tho danger of which 
the woman suffragists havu reason to be 
most afraid. If they cannot show to the 
convention that tho preponderance of 
the most representative feminine senti- 
ment is with them, and if they cannot 
overcome the enmity of women, they 
will not succeed. If they can present a 
united front, they will find compara- 
tively littlu hostility among men. 


The suffrage imposes a dnty on the 


citizen. It mokes him a partner in the 
business of the state, and if be fails to 
exercise it he is false to the trust and the 
obligation laid on him. There is no 
question abont that. If women say that 
the weight of then- domestic obliga- 
tions is too Kreut to permit them to 
carry the additional load of political 
duties, so that perforce they must neg- 
lect the performance of these, latter, 
their protest is based on grnnnds which 
are important. It is true that tho an- 
swer might be made that the suffrage is 
not- conferred for the advantage of the 
individual citizen, bnt for the advan- 
tage of the stite, and that private con- 
venience and even tlesire must be subor- 
dinated to the public interests. If it is 
for the wolf am of tho state that the duty 
of the franchise should be imposed on 
women, they ought of course to share it 
with men, hut if their aversion to the 
dnty is so far unconquerable that they 
aro not likely to perform it the pnblic 
good requires that they shall remain 
disfranchised until they are of a differ- 
ent disposition. 


If, then, this Brooklyn movement 


shall extend and become large, it will 
be tho most serious obstacle to woman 
suffrage which has yet risen. That in- 
novation and that political revolution 
can bo prevented only by the opposition 
of womeu themselves. If women are 
willing to undertake and to discharge 
the dnty of voting, thoy can have it at 
tho hands of men, but if iii great nnm- 
oera they resent its imposition as an un- 
just hardship men will notcompel them 
to submit to it,—New York Sun. 


Apropos of tbe canonization of Joan of 


Arc by the church of Homo comes the 
canonization of a Mr. Collins by achurch 
of colored Episcopalians in Sonth Caro- 
ina. The circumstance which led to 
;his rather remarkable result was the 
donation by Mr. Collins of a house of 
worship to the congregation.

KVENTFUL SESSION. 


The Barton Estate's Claim Rejected 


—An Important West Side 


Road Proposed. 


>rom Tuesday's I>«lty. 


With the solitary exception of the 


brceay afternoon when the supervisors 
voted to reject the petition to repeal the 
Suuday closing ordinance, the present 
session has been the moat uneventful 
for many months. 


Yesterday morning there were a num- 


ber of road petitions on file, and a busy 
day seemed in proepert, but Surveyor 
lloiie was absent, and an adjournment 
was taken until '1 p.in, At that hour 
there was present a delegation from the 
Kaacho Laguna UeTache section, and 
though Mr. lloxie had not yet returned 
from his surveying trip, the board 
considered the case. presented. 


Reference to the county map will 


show that the Rancho Laguna de Tache 
section crosses the line of Murphy 'a 
slough, forming a broad diagonal belt 
nearly parallel to thu Elkhorn grade. 
It is essentially a swamp country, and 
has very few roads. Communication 
with Fresno, Kingsburg, Kingston, Le- 
moore and Hanfortt has been devious 
and difficult. 


The first of the roads planned in this 


district is to be BIS miles long and sixty 
feet wide, passable by wagons, and with 
the following limits : Commencing at 
toe corner common to sections 3 and 4, 
township 17 south, range 20 east ; thence 
east on section line to the section cor- 
ners common to sections 3, 4, 9 and 10, 
township 17 south, rangeSl east, toa con- 
nection with the county roads leading 
to Kingston, Fresno and other places. 


This IB one of several roads proposed 


or petitioned for in the Laguuti do 
Tf.cbe district, and the difficulty seems 
to lie the conflicting interests of local 
land owners. 


The board has sent out viewers to re- 


port on the particular road under dis- 
cussion, but their report aroused such 
a number of remonstrances that it was 
finally resolved yesterday to appoint 
Supervisors Foster and Sayre a com- 
mittee to proceed over the line oi road, 
interview the laud owners, and ascer- 
tain what is justly duo them.

Pat Ryan, an inmate of the county 


hospital, suffering from pulmonary con- 
sumption, appeared before the board to 
ask for financial aid to enable him to go 
to Vuma, Arizona, where he thought 
his chances of recovery would be far 
better. He stated that he did not ex- 
poet to leave the hospital alive if he re- 
mained here.

penses of sick persons out of the state. 
The applicant was told that nothing 
could be done for him at present. 


W. B. Good of Selina presented him- 


self before the board to call attention to 
the fact that Selma ia an incorporated 
town, find that precincts one and two 
now extend beyond the corporate limits. 
Mr. Good was informed that the matter 
ta now under the consideration of the 
District Attorney. 


A diputed claim of $49-50i arising out 


af the county display at Los Angeles, 
came up for final Eettlement. Chair- 
man Letcher explained that when the 
I,os Angeles exhibition was eel on foot, 
the supervisors appropriated the sum of 
$1500 for an exhibit and placed the lat- 
ter in charge of William Harvey. The 
$1500 was expended, but the board was 
subsequently presented with a claim of 
$49.50 from the Barton Estate Company, 
limited, for wines unreturned.

claim was disallowed, and this drew the 
following protest from Colonel Trevel- 
yan :

USED TIP OLD PLUGS. 


HOW A BELVIOERE CONCERN DIS- 


POSES OF WORNOUT HORSES. 


A "M«*m" For SapcmutuiUMl £«ula<* 


Where tlio Anlnal* Are Killed and Re- 
duced to Fertilizing Powdf r-Cattlc AUo 
Used, but Coir* Are Lrft For Brtfiteak. 


They have at Bclvidcre a place that 


is facetiously alluded toostho "Mecca" 
of superannuated horses. It is BO called 
xxsause when woruont plugs have ox- 
eocdcd thfir diiys of usefulness in that 
vicinity and elsewhere they gcw-rally 
reach there to give up the last pound of 
jone ami tlesh in tho interests of inan- 
nntt. It is almost mildness to calculate 
tho value of a horse at the ridiculously 
low prieo of f 3 when it is considered, 
liat blooded thoroughbreds nito np in 
lie thousands, but \vheu tho average 
horse degenerates from a spirited animul 
of strength and speed to on old jado that 
can neither trot uor work uiiappreciativo 
man, as a rule, boa no further use for it 
3ut the Belvidere "Mecca" is tho place 
where all the earthly troubles of old and 
friendless horses oro quickly brought to 
uu end nnd their carcasses afterward 
Tansfonued into n variety of articles of 
utility much rnoro valuable than tho 
animals intact 


Tho concern that deals ia old horses 
s iu the business of producing fertilizer, 
md the more horses available tho better 
.t hi for trade, for this is au industry 
;hat has always prospered despite hard 
times and business depression. Tho con- 
cern stands ready to purchase all the 
horses that con bo procured. Tho price 
paid is $1.50 and $3 per head. They ore 
worth nothing to tho owners, and when 
it is considered that about 600 pounds 
of fertilizer ie procurable from each ani- 
mal it can easily l» seen that a good 
margin of profit is made. If tho supply 
iulds out, they kill on an average three 
horses n, day all tho year round at these 
works, and as tho business is of long 
standing it is estimated that enough 
iorsc-3 have been disposed of to supply a 
argo standing army. Tho ages of these 
iifirm brutes range from 16 to 25 years, 
and their condition depends largely upon 
the life they have led. Many of tho ani- 
mals look as though they hadn't seen 
oats since they were colts, and others are 
spavined, sprung at the knees and blind. 


Tho manner of disposing of tho ani- 


mals is this: When led from tho pen, 
ho horse is tied to a post and the 
'black cap" placed over its bead. The 
executioner then strikes it a- blowacross 
he forehead with an ax, and tho animal 
alls helpless to tho floor. Its throat is 
hen cut, and life vanishes. This done, 
he process of dissection and separation 
•egius. Tho hide is first removed and 
JIG carcass boiled, if it contains any fat. 
The grease is carofally gathered togeth- 
er by skimming and is designated as 
'horso oil." Tho lower boues of Uia 
imbs ore boiled, and the fat extracted 
rom them is called neatsfoot oil When 
the flesh of the carcass bos been th'or- 
mghly lK)ilcrl and tho grease skimmed 
iff the surface of the vat, it is thrown 
luto the cellar and allowed to remain 
here for over three mouths, all the 
vhilu being subjected, to the influence 
of potash and gypsum, which is mixed 
with it, and which rots it 


At present the remains of fully 200 


lorses oro undergoing the fertilizing 
irocess. 
The bones pass through two 


crushers, the iirst of which reduces 
hem, aud tho second grinds them into 
wwder. Several chemical ingredients 
ire then miscd with the bono dust 
This preparation is what is commonly 
mown as bonefertilizeraud is probably 
ho best artificial commodity used in 
agriculture. 
The horso hides are dis- 


>oscd of to leather manufacturers and 
iriug more than was originally paid 
or the entire animal. 


But not horses alone are used iu the 


production of fertilizer. A great- many 
attic go that way, too, and, as for 
joiies, those of any auiiiial arc valuable, 
["he concern at Eolvidero docs not draw 
ho lino on live animals. Dead ones will 
lo, provided they are not too "old. " It 
B a strange coincidence that but very 
ew cows are disposed of iu this way, 
and that mav explain where ranch of 
he tough beef comes from. The car- 
casses of cattle go through precisely the 
same process OM thoso of horses, hut 
heir horns, being too hard, cannot be 
crushed, and in consequence arc disposed 
of to dealers, who convert them iuto 
buttons and combs. 


Several qualities of fertilizer arc pro- 


duced from animals, it all depending 
upon tho amount nnd quality of the in- 
jredifititi used. Various vegetables and 
cereals require fertilizer of a certain 
strength, and. while a certain quality 
will produce good results on one kind of 
vegetables it will destroy another. Tho 
arice per ton ranges all the way from 
|&0 to $35. 


Thu product of this one plant is dis- 


•josed of direct to the farmers, and abont 
1,000 tons are scut out annually. The 
works are capable of turning ont three 
:ons per day. Tho present executioner of 
lorses has been identified with the works 
ever since they were established, about 
14 years ago, and during that time it is 
estimated that he has put to death 3,000 
nnimols. — New York World.

lemurrer to the indictment and the de- 
endant pleaded not guilty, lie set 
orth Unit the indictment does not state 
acts suflicient to constitute a public of- 
ense, and that the indictment does not 
how that the testimony alleged to have 
been false was material to the issue 
then on trial. 


Roland's trial has not yet been set, 
ml Culver's motion to set aside the in- 
ttctment will be argued next Monday.

HOW GLASGOW HAS IMPROVED SOME 


. 
OF ITS POOR DISTRICTS. 


Tb« Induene* of Municipal T«cemeaU I* 


Brightening Human Life — Clean *ad 
Comfortable UireHiBts FnrnlCifd to the 
foot at Keacouable Ucntali. 


Municipalities are not necessarily 


wiser ihua other corporate bodies Glas- 
gow has by no means solved tho human 
problem. But sho has made some notable 
experiments in tho direction of bright- 
ening human life. But, with less than 
tialf a dozen blocks of municipal tene- 
ments, sho is still for from pointing the 
way to a beatific condition, Slio is also 
far from having become a socialistic city. 
She had the opportunity to make experi- 
ments in tho most wretched of her dis- 
tricts. The experiments have succeeded, 
and private enterprise here, as elsewhere, 
lias made similar experiments and with 
similar sucw1^ 


The municipal tenements or artisans' 


dwellings, as they arc variously called, 
consist of blocks of flats on either side 
of tho Suit market. Tho buildings tiro 
'onrstorifs in height. The ground floors 
are occupied by shops. Tho houses are 
usually arranged so that on two floors 
:hexo ore tlireo tenements, a tenement of 
two rooms beiaK on each side of tho 
staircase and a tenement of ono room be- 
tween them. There are also several flats 
of three rooms each. The tenement of 
ono room is H by 18 foot It is fitted 
with a boil closet, which is expected to 
answer tlio pnrposo of a second room, a 
scullery, a Iftrtje press or cupboard, a 
commodious drcssor and a kitchen rouga 
Sncli on apartment routs for $40 a yenr. 


The two roomed fiat has a small lobby 


ittotl with a press, or closet. On ono 
sido of tho lobby is the living room, 
which is completely furnished as a 
ntchen. A scullery adjoins. There is 
also a bed alcove in iho room. On tho 
other side of the lobby and on tho front 
if tho house is the sitting room, to which 
s also attached a bed. closet. Such a flat 
rents for $41). 50 per annum. Tho throe 
roomed flats rent for $80 a year. Gas is 
supplied by tho city at tho usual rato of 
60 ceufsper 1,000 fett. There is a laun- 
dry at the top of the houso for the use 
of the tenants. These artisans' dwellings 
arc constructed in the most substantial 
manner. The stairs are stom), and the 
stairway walls are tiles or glazed briolc, 
which is easily kept clean. 


It has long been objected that these 


dwellings do not meet tho necessities of 
ho poon.'st class of laborers. The rents 
were too high for ineu who work in tho 
streets or ou tho docks and at other kinds 
of unskilled labor. Glasgow had to con- 
rider whether it worn possibln for tho 
municipality to reach these men in any 
way. If it had been nqnestionof letting 
rooms to single men, tho arrangement 
could have been inado easily enough. 
•Jut the difficulty was to devise homes 
for largo families, and it usually hap- 
pens that in this part of the world the 
xwrer tko man the larger is his family. 
Houses could bo built, of course, bat 
could tho poorest clnssof laborers afford 
to pay a rent which would return to the 
municipality an interest of 2, 3 or 4 
x;r cent on its investment? Conld tbo 
municipality compete in that respect 
yith tho owners of rookeries, where 
'omilics live in single apartments? 
Vluch deliberation was given totho eub- 
cck It was found that tho municipality 
•ouUl put up a block of substantial 
juildings to meet tho wants of tho class 
litherto left untouched, but that it 
would not he practicable to provide any- 
thing moro than what are called "ono 
roomed houses" — that is to say, out) 
room to n family. To bo snre, tlio rooms 
could, be divided by a partition rcachiug 
within two or three feet of the ceiling, 
:hn sleeping quarter being thus separated 
irom the cooking quarter. 


It was finally decided that a block of 


single room tenements should bo con- 
structed. A place was cleared at tha 
rear of a block of artisans' dwellings, 
and a plain buildiugof three stories was 
erected, with four siuglo room tenements 
on each floor, two in tho front and two 
jehiml These were let at rents well 
within the means of unskilled laborers. 
The building was opened, and it has 
jeeu filled ever since. Tlio experiment 
is financially Rncoessfnl, but iu other re- 
spects there is little to bo said for it. 01 
coarse tlio apartments oro larger, lighter, 
lealthier, better built than any single 
room tenements in the old rookeries. 
Nevertheless tho objections to the herd* 
ing of afamilymoueroom ore not there- 
by removed. They are merely minimized 
and in n very alight degree. It is not by 
any means demonstrated that a munici- 
pality is justified in doing anything to 
[Hirpetnato tho single room tenement sys- 
tem for families. 


The construction of Glasgow's munic- 


ipal tenement houses, whether of the 
better class or of the poorer, is admira- 
ble. The stairways, being built entirely 
of masonry, are consequently fireproof. 
Tho stairs themselves and tho hall floors 
are of stone, and tho wails of tho halls 
are faced with glazed tiles or glazed 
bricks, as the case may be, and, as I have 
said, oro easily kept clean. 


A very largo amount of work yet re- 


mains to be doneon tho municipal estate 
which comes under the administration 
of tho improvement fund. Old houses are 
still boingtorn down, and crowded areas 
are ueiug olcarcd away. 0£ course all 
this is a very expensive business. Hut it 
is bciug gradually carried on so that tho 
cost may not full excessively 011 any 
single year. — -Glasgow Cor. Boston Her- 
ald.

tled while in bond and shipped fores- 
port in bottles. This amendment is of 
rreat importance to all .brandy distillers 
if this country. The .internal revenue 
ATf on brandy is reinkted when the 
jramiy is withdraw/1 (rom the ware- 
IOUBO for export, provided the eame it- 
kept in the original packages of twenty 
gallons or more. Goods are now only 
gent out in the original package, and 
consequently no exporter knows what 
sort of brand may be placed on IHE 
goods when they arrive abroad. Bj 
illowing the goods to be sent in bottles- 
ihe work of bottling is done in thit- 
country and the individual brands are 
given some value.

A duty of \y» cents on Zanle 
currants calls for a duty of not loss than 
3 cents on Spanish raisins, in justice to 
the consumer.

California Fruit in 


Probable. 


From K 
t l>*ily- 


The fruit crop prospects in the dis- 


tricts east of the UcK-ky mountains are 
of great interest to the California grower. 
The unusual weather has done some 
damage to the California fruit, hut there 
will be a good average crop, notwith- 
standing. Whether the prices for our 
fruits shall be high or low depends to a 
great extent upon the crops iu the east- 
ern districts, hence our interest in tho 
outlook there. 


The United States department of ag- 


riculture has recentlv issued a bulletin 
giving an exhaustive review of tbe sit- 
uation throughout the country. From 
advices received np to May 1st it is con- 
cluded that, except hi Florida, where a 
:ull crop is expected, and lower Missis- 
sippi and Texas, where the indications 
iavor a partial crop, there will be but 
:ew peaches in the commercial orchards 
of tbb United States lying east of tbe 
Rocky mountains and south of Pennsyl- 
vania'. Within this region also early 
blooming ph\m8, pears, etc., are badly 
damaged, as are grapes, though the 
vines of the. last named fruit are show- 
ing blossoms on new shoots from two 
and three-year-old wood, BO that u par- 
tial crop of late clusters may be ex- 
pected. 


North of the southern boundary of 


Pennsylvania less damage was done.and 
the outlook for peaches is good in the 
larger portion of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, northern Ohio, western Michi- 
gan and the Hudson river district in 
New York. InwiisU-ni New York and 
the Connecticut valley the percentage of 
live peach buds is small, but with favor- 
able weather a partial crop may be ex- 
pected. Other iruiis than the peach 
are little damaged north of the latitude 
of Philadelphia, and there is a good 
prospect for fair crops. 


Previous to the last week of Mard 


the prospect was good for a full crop of 
moat fruits except iu the middle and 
lower Mississippi valley states, includ- 
ing Kansas and Ohio, where peachus, 
early blooming penra and plums, and 
some small fruits had been badly in- 
jured by low temperature in January, 
following a period of unseasonably warn 
rveather. In New York and Connec- 
ticut also severe cold in January and 
February had killed 50 to 75 per cent of 
the peach buds. The percentage of live 
buds remaluiuu after" the freeze in the 
counties of Delaware from which re- 
ports have hpen received averages lo, 
while "m New York the percentage is 18. 


According to this report it is very 


proble that there will be a good market 
for all the fruit California will produce 
thia year at profitable prices. While 
discouragim* for the eastern growers the, 
prospect is decidedly encouraging for 
the 1'acitic coast orchardiats.

free kindergarten at Kntner hall yes- 
terday afternoon was witnessed by an 
unexpectedly large audience, BO large in 
fact that over one-half of them were 
compelled to Etand during the enter- 
tainment. 
The audience was mostly 


made up of ladies interested in the 
work of helping others less fortunate 
than themselves. The spectators were 
grouped around the hall in a large circle 
with the forty-live little ones in the 
center. 


The little tots, ranging from two to 


six years of agt, wero seated on tbe floor 
in ii circle while tbe performers came 
out in the i-enter and sang their songs 
and ppoke their pieces, the circle joining 
in the choruses. The little ones were 
naturullv somewhat babhful at being 
compelled to face such a large audience, 
but mis fueling soon wore off, and they 
^ave a. very creditable performance. It 
showed thit result of diligentand patient 
training on the part of the teachers, 
Miss Catherine Moore and Miss Laura 
Stone, who have wonderfully endeared 
themselves to their pupils by their con- 
stant and faithful labor.

cart train in which the prairie schooner 
formed an important part, and which 
has since been supplanted by the light- 
ning express, one of .the most important 
characters of that day and of the whole 
journey across the plains was a well 
r,hosen,intellentand safe guide.

"It has been said that the great in- 


crease ia fruit raieing consequent on 
this boom will so overstock the market 
that fruit raiding will cease to be a 
profitable industry. Those moat famil- 
iar with the facts, however, maintain 
that there in not the slightest danger ol 
this. Figures show that one-half the 
fruit consumed in the United States is 
still foreign grown. It is certain that 
much of this foreign grown fruit is in- 
ferior in every way to California fruit.

"Furthermore, the consumption of 


fruit by the American people from year 
to year ia steadily and rapidly increas- 
ing. Some years ago the consumption 
of fruit was almost entirely confined to 
the few months of tlie year which might 
be designated the fruit season. Now, 
all kinds of fruit are lanrely consumed 
all the year round. 
" It was only during the past summer 


that au attempt wua made to ship Cali- 
fornia fruit ty Europe. It was done by 
way of experiment, and the. experiment 
proved eminently successful. 
The fruit 


shipped became extremely popular in 
England, and there ia a fair presump- 
tion that a largo export trade in Cali- 
fornia fruit can be developed. 
These 


facts combined, it is argued, assure a 
bright and profitable future for fruit- 
growing industries of California."

The principal business transacted by 


the Board of Supervisors yesterday was 
one which may place them iu a very 
conflicting position in the near future. 


Two days ago the supervisors decided 


to disallow all charges made by the 
grand jurora just discharged for Sun- 
days and legal holidays. 


Yesterday, on motion of Foster sec- 


onded by Sayre, they called up and re- 
considered an order made less tban a 
year ago rejecting tbe claims of the pre- 
vious jjrami jury for compensation on 
Sundays and legal holidays, and voted 
to allow tbe claims, amounting to $39U 
for nineteen jurors at $21 each'. 


In explanation of this it was urged 


that George St. Louis had recovered 
against the board in a test action, it 
being claimed that the board in reject- ' 
ing a part of his claim had stultified 
themselves, the amount in dispute hav- 
ing been already allowed. 


Mr. Sayre explained the muddle iu 


this way. The grand jury of last year 
among other censures included tbe 
supervisors, stating that they had not 
exercised sutlicient control over tbe ex- 
penditure of public money. It occurred 
immediately to the supervisors that 
what waa sauce for the goose waa Bauce 
for the gander, and accordingly when 
the grand jurors sent in their own claims 
the supervisors went to work and gave 
them the most careful scrutiny. There 
were two Rets of claims, one for thirty, 
Lhe other for seventeen daya service. 
The supervisors had already allowed the 
thirty daya claim, including the Run- 
days and legal holidays, but when the 
second lot came in for the seventeen 
days they struck out all Sundays in the 
whole period of forty-seven days. 


It was on tins ground,that there could 


not be seven Sundays in seventeen days 
and that tbe previous claim of the 
thirty days had been allowed, that judg- 
ment waa given against them in the St. 
Louis case. On the advice of the dis- 
trict attorney the claims of the other 
grand jurors, servingwith Mr. St. Louis, 
have now been allowed in full.

Tho firat almond trees were planted in 


this county about eighteen years ago on 
the " Old Gould ranch," two miles 
north of this city. The trees grew to 
large size and produced crops of ex- 
cellent nuts, but at that time grape and 
fruit culture began to attract universal 
attention and there has not been much 
development in almond, growing. A few 
small 
orchards, however, have paid 


well, ;tud a new impetus is certain to bo 
given to the production of almonds and 
other nuta in the near future. 


There ia perhaps no fruit grown in 


California at present which pays so well 
as the olive, after a sutlicient time is 
given for the trees to come into hearing. 
We now have a considerable number of 
amall olive orchards m this county, and 
last year a Riverside company estab- 
lished a factory here, from which there 
was a considerable output of pickled 
olives and olive oil, all from fruit grown 
here. 


Klwood Cooper, the olive king of Cali- 


fornia, places the profits of olive oil from 
orchards ten years old at from $1,000 to 
$2,000 per acre. 
California olive oil 


sells at a premium over the imported 
article, as the native product has been 
kept pure, while the imported ia largely 
adu'terated with cottonseed oil. 


The olive tree lives for centuries, and 


ts production increases until it reaches 
,he age of forty or fifty years. They are 
lardy trees, and require leea water for 
rrigation tban most fruit-bearing trees.

Tlie fragraut bush honeysuckle does 


finely in such ;i place. The flowering 
raspberry grows in the greatest abnn- 
(lam-e wild in hollow and moderately 
(lamp places in woods. Snowberry and 
ml Indian currant, bushes do nicely in 
.shady places; so do common privets. 
Most all kinds of trailing hone3-su§k!ee 
thrive in the shade sq Far as growing 
u-i;!l is concerned; so do trailing roses 
like Wiclmrniana nitida and Incida grow 
iii i!m shade. In dry, somewhat shady 
ravines barberry bushes, sweet fern and 
wax myrtle are at home, and in the bet- 
ter Kruuml mahoiiia shrnb, yellow root 
and cvergrpeii euonymus should thrive. 
Then there are mountain laurel, wild 
rhododendrons, blueberry and upland

THE SMALL PACKAGE, 


Another Letter in Favor of Putting 


Raisins up Tims. 


KDITOU RETOHUCAK :—My communica- 


tion of the, 5th instant, in regard to a 
cheap package for cheap raifllna,- ap- 
pears to have struck the growers in the 
ri^ht place. They are slow to join any 
combination that appears to be princi- 
pally manipulated for the particular 
benefit of the manipulator. 
They are, 


however, not slow to eee the advantage 
of a secure packace, subdivided to one- 
half the size of the regulation twenty 
pound box, at one-third the cost and 
one-fourth tlie weight for buses. 


Experience has already proved it to 


be acceptable to the consumer and more 
! convenient to the dealer. It ia secure 


:roru moisture, rats, mice and thc re- 
.ailer will not have to claw out from a 
arge bag a few pounds for a customer, 
to be delivf red wrapped in paper, sub- 
ject to the attacks of ants, cockroaches, 
Hies and other household pests by leav- 
ing tho bag open. Tbe low cost enables 
the grower to put up his whole crop and 
do away with the. large bag heretofore 
used for cheapness. So far no doubt 
baa been .expressed in regard to the 
feasibility of each grower packing his 
own product, putting hia name on the 
box and building up a market for hip 
goods. 
The question everybody 
asks is: 


'What are we going to do with our rai- 
sins after they are packed?" The pack- 
ers, who monopolize the selling on com- 
mission, won't have anything to do 
with raisins that pay them no toll. It 
is currently reported that at their last 
meeting they tabooed the "Vineyard 
Layers 
as "unprofessional," as the 


medicos say when a man tries tOT gijet 
..JlTwithmittiieir prescriptions. Now, 
niv experience is that everything pro- 
duced will eventually sell for all it ia in- 
trinsically worth, and that if thc fruitm 
our ten-ponnd bags is just as good as 
that in the large bags the small one will 
be preferred by the purchaser, and 
Eastern buyers or tlieir agents will come 
to our vineyards to secure our crop, 
which will save them at least the 8>t 
percent they would have to pay if they 
lionglit through commission sources. 


This however, it will take time to es- 


tablish. For this year, if nothing bet- 


oftera. we can take them to the new 


raisin warehouse, get n receipt, take it 
to our banker and get the money for 
picking and packing. We may also in- 
vite Mr. Burleigh or tiomhody else to 
employ a first-class man, competent to 
cope with "4-crown goods at 3-crpwn 
prices," and all other sanctimonious 
doJpes to get the butter of somebody, 
to place them on the market in carload 
lots, where we can meet the professional 
packer advantageously. There is no 
doubt that tlie packers' beat plan would 
lw to meet the situation gracefully and 
adopt the cheap pack or something 
better, which their extended experience 
ought to have suggested long n«o. Once 
thc growers suspect that tho packers 
are opposed to any improvement that 
does not bring them all the profits it 
will tend to diminish thei. stock in 
trade, which is not grown by the "sweat 
of their own brow."
